Career of First of Confes- 
sion Writers Comes to 


End in Room of Small 
Hotel in Chicago. 


COMPARED SELF 
TO LORD BYRON 


Copies in a Month— 
“‘Litany to the Devil” 
Was Much Quoted. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Mary Mac- 
Lane, literary sensation of 27 years 
ago, and early user of the “con- 
fessions” style since adopted by 
numberless v-riters, is dead here at 


the age of 48. Her body was found 
in her room in a small hotel, where 
she had lived for the last four 
years, on the fringe of Chicago's 
black-and-tan belt. A physician 
certified that death was from nat- 
ural causes. 

She was living with her parents 
in Butte, Mont., and had not been 
long out of the Butte High School 
when she wrote “The Story of 
Mary MacLane.” In it, she ex- 
pressed a girl’s rebellion against 
her environment. Home and fam- 
ily meant nothing to her, she said. 
To her the symbol of home life was 
“six toothbrushes on the bathroom 
ledge—oh, hell!” 

Neither did she share the dreams 
of conventional young womanhood, 


gallant and knightly suitor. In- 
stead, her prayer as to these and 
other traditions of romance was, 
“Kind devil, deliver me!” Mary’s 
litany to the devil became famous, 
and was imitated and parodied far 
and wide. Among the ills from 
which she besought deliverance 
were beds that sink in the middle, 
popular songs, hips that wobble as 
one walks and black underwear. 
“General Moral Vagabond.” 
The book began, “I, of woman- 


kind and of 19 years, will now be- 
gin to set down as full and frank | 
a portrayal as 1 am able of my- 
self, Mary MacLane, for whom the! 
world contains not a parallel. 

I find myself a genius, a liar, a| 
general moral vagabond, a fool 
more or less, and a philosopher 
of the peripatetic school.” 

Succeeding chapters told of her 
lonely life, her lack of sympathy 
with her family. the general stale- 
ness and flatness of life in her 
home city of Butte, and of her one 
real friend, “the anemone lady,” 
who was one of her high school 
teachers. She compared herself to 
the Russian authoress, Marie Bash- 
kirtseff, whose then famous “Jour- 
nal” had been published a few 
years before. “I am like Marie,” 
she wrote, “but deeper.” She also 
found herself akin to Lord Byron 
as shown in the authorship of “Don 
Juan.” 

Her manuscript was sent to a 
Chicago publishing firm, and fell 
into the hands of Harriet Monroe, 
later the editor of Poetry Maga- 
zine. Miss Monroe saw the selling 
possibilities of the work, and it was 
accepted and published in 1902. It 
was an immediate success, with a 
sale of 80,000 copies in the first 
month. 

Enrolls at Radcliffe. 

The Butte girl became a person 
of note, whose opinions on all 
themes were sought by newswrit- 
ers, and whose first visit to Chi- 
cago was treated as an epochal 
event. Homesickness drew her 
back to the dusty Butte which she 
had professed to abhor, but she 
went east later, and enrolled in 
Radcliffe College of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

Newspaper and magazine writ- 
ing, with the continuing royalties 
from her book, gave Miss MacLane 
several prosperous years, but did 
not remove the cynicism with 
which she professed to regard life. 
She talked of new books to be writ- 
ten. which should still further por- 
tray her innermost soul, and she 
did write two books which were 
published, “My Friend Annabel 
Lee.” and “I, Mary MacLane.” 

What F. P. A. Said About Her. 

A verse by F. P. A., noted New 
once satirized 
“Mary MacLane of Butte, whom 
no one cared to love, and no one 
dared to shoot.” 

In “I, Mary 
wrote:

For two 
weeks physicians had pronounced 
on the way to recovery, but 
last night his condition took a 


turn for the worse. 

He suffered a basal fracture of 
the skull when struck by the street 
car as he was leaving the office of 
his newspaper, the Milwaukee 
Leader, and his condition at that 
time was grave. 

Some hours before his death 
members of his family were called. 
They had remained with him until 
several days ago when he was re- 
ported out of danger. Last night 
| they returned. Oxygen was used

ARGUING AGAINST 
SOCIALISM TURNED 
BERGER TOWARD IT 


By the Associated Presse. 

DEBATE which he won by 
A arguing in favor of the single 

tax idea and against Socialism 
was responsible for making a So- 
cialist of Victor Louis Berger, the 
first representative of that party 
to be elected to Congress. When 
a young man while teaching -chool 
in Milwaukee he read Henry 
George's “Progress and Poverty” 
and became an ardent single tax- 
er. Joining a German debating so- 
ciety he was designated on ne oc- 
casion to uphoW the single tax idea 
against a shoemaker speaking in 
favor of Socialism. The jud;-s 
awarded the decision to Berger. 
but he said in his heart he felt 
that he had lost ths argument and 
made up his mind to study books 
on Socialism. 

“Before I knew it, | was a So- 
cialist,” he said in later years. ‘I 
did not join the party just at that 
time for there was none, but I 
helped to start one.” 

Acquired Paper in 1890. 

From the time that friendly de- 
bate aroused his interest in Social- 


ism he became one of the most ac- 
tive leaders in its advancement, In 
1890 he took over a_ struggling 
German Socialist newspaper, the 
Volkszeitung. and changed its 
name to the Wisconsin Vorwaerts. 

It had few readers and virtually | 
no advertising. but had dally and 
Sunday editions. He mettKugene 
V. Debs in 1893 and always de- 
declared that he made Debs ay o- 
cialist. 3 

Berger's real rise to influence 
began in 1900, when he started an 
English weekly in Milwaukee called 
the Socia] Democratic Herald. tt 
was successful from the start and 
in 1911 it became a daily, the name 
being changed to the Milwaukee 
Leader. Through its editorship 
Berger wielded great influence in 
swinging Milwaukee into the So- 
cialist column. 

As early as 1904 the party hai 
begun to carry some wards «nd to 
send members to the Legisiature. In 
1919 it carried the city of Milwau- 
kee. Berger was elected an Alder- 
man-at-large in April of that year. 
and @ mem ber of the Sixty-second

COURSE MAY SKIRT 
THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 


Capt. Lehmann Thinks 
Journey to Tokio Will Be 
by Way of Finland and 
Upper Siberia. 


ECKENER, OF COURSE, 
MAY ALTER PLANS 


Expects to Finish Trip 
Early Next Month—Pas- 
sengers to Report at Han- 
gar at 4 P. M. Today.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 7.— 
When the Graf Zeppelin starts at 
midnight. on its round-the-world 
flight, Dr. Hugo Eckener will be 
something of a new Magellan, tak- 
ing a new path through the track- 
less air around the globe. For, 
we will travel a route no man has 
traveled before. The thrills of the 
unknown, of the exploration, the 
lure of paths uncharted, will be 
added to rcial venture. 

Weather forecasts today 
showed conditions generally were 
favorable for the start of the 
flight, although skies in the Lake- 
hurst vicinity probably will be 
overcast, with north and north- 
west winds. 

Complete departure from the 
route from Friedrichshafen to 
Tokio—our longest stretch—has 
been decided on. For, we may 
skirt the Arctic Circle. 

“From Friederichshafen we shall 
fly to Berlin, thence over East 
Prussia, possibly Latvia and Esto- 
nia and out over the Baltic Sea to 
Finland,” Capt. Ernst _A. Leh- 
mann, executive officer, explained 
last night. 

“I know we had in contempla- 
tion another route, but we have 
decided on a far northern course 
along the great circle. It is, of 
course, impossibie to chart a fixed 
and fast course. Necessarily it is 
altered by weather conditions, as 
we will take advantage of all favor- 
able winds and try to avoid the 
bad spots on the weather map. 

To Pass Over Finland. 

“Decisions on the route are, of 
course, wholly in the hands of Dr. 
Eckener. But, the course we have 
in view now will carry us possibly 
north of Leningrad, over a corner 
of Finland, perhaps not far south 
of Archangel, and as far north as 
the sixty-third parallel. 

“Thence we may swing slightly 
more south, passing into Western 
Siberia anywhere from 300 to 600 
miles north of Toboisk and well to 
the north of Tomsk, leaving Ya- 
kutsk either to the north or south 
of us, and finally coming out in 
the Sea of Okhotsk. From there 
on we shall fly almost directly 
south along the Island of Sakhalien

TELLS OF AFFAR

Calm While Testifying — 


Declares She Informed 
Him of Relations With 
His Rival. 


DECLARES WOMAN 
GAVE HIM DRUGS 


His Wife and Mother, Also 
on Stand, Say Defendant 


Showed Indications of 


Restlessness.

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 7.—Details 
of the affair inv olving Miss Theora 
Hix, Marion T. Myers and himself 
were told by James H. Snook, vet- 
erinarian, from the witness stand 
this afternoon in his trial for the 
killing of the 24-year-old Ohio 
State University medical student 
the night of June 13 as the de- 
fense continued its effort to prove 
that the arrangement was such as 
to indicate the insanity of all the 
parties involved. 

Snook depicted the three-cor- 
nered affair, in which both men 
carried on intimate relations with 
the young woman, and told how 
she kept him informed of her re- 
lations with the man who was his 
rival for her friendship. 

The Court permitted the testi- 
mony after a bitter contest between 
defense and State attorneys as to 
the relevancy of the evidence. 

Cautions the Jury. 

He cautioned the jury, however, 
that it was to be considered only 
as it contributed to Snook’s claim 
of insanity and not in the light of 
disclosing the character of the 
slain young woman. 

Snook testified that in the late 
fall of 1928 he agreed at Myers’ 
request not to see Miss Hix. Myers, 
however, wanted to marry soon. 
She would not consent and they 
parted company. 

After the arrangement between 
Myers and the young woman was 
broken up, he said, he resumed his 
former relations with her. Snook 
said she had taken narcotics after 
she started a course of study cov- 
ering the subject. He said she 
wanted to try out their effect and 
that she gave him some to “pep 
him up” because he had not been 
feeling well. 

Among the narcotics Snook 
listed was one such as was found 
in her stomach after her death. 

Snook said that Miss Hix be- 
came quarrelsome late this spring 
and that he couldn’t do anything 
to please her. 

Snook told of a quarrel with Miss 
Hix in March precipitated by his 
intention to visit his mother in 
Lebanon. He said the young wom- 
an, objected to his going and that 
he compromised by delaying’ the 
trip one day. He said Miss Hix 
threatened to “talk to his wife and 
fix him so he couldn't go at all.” 

Defendant Tells His Story. 

Snook earlier had told the jury 
the story of his three-year affair 
with Miss Hix, beginning with their 
meeting in June, 1926, a friendship 
that grew to intimacy and ended 
on a lonely rifle range near the 
‘edge of the city where the young 
woman's body was found the day 
after she went there for her last 
tryst with the 49-year-old former 
veterinarian professor. 

Snook testified in a cool, unruf- 
fled voice. He was as calm a wit- 
ness as has occupied the chair thus 
far in the trial. He went to the 
witness chair after his wife, Mrs. 
Helen M. Snook, and his 67-year- 
old mother, Mrs. Abner Snook, had 
faced the crowded courtroom to 
tell their belief that in the last 
few years Snook had changed. , 

Both women kissed him before 
they took the stand and his wife 
remained at the defense table until 
he started to testify. 

The wife who refused to desert 
him after he was arrested for the 
killing of Miss Hix, testified that 
she had no knowledge of the affair 
between her husband and the 
young woman. 

Fails to Hear Him Testify. 

She was the first to testify and 


stayed until the aged mother had 
concluded her testimony. When 
her husband took up his. story, 


however, she left the room and was 
not present to hear his detailed ac- 
count of his friendship with Miss 
Hix. 
* Both the wife and mother testi- 
fied that recently Snook had dis- 
‘played a mental unrest that had 
‘been in contrast to the calm and 
placid disposition he once had. 
Max Seyfert of defense counsel 
examined Snook, taking tte ques- 
tioning through Snook’'s study at 
Ohio State, his entrance into the 
veterinary faculty there, his war 
wervice in an aviation ground 
school and his trip to Europe in 
1920 as a member of the American 
Olympic pistol team. Snook said 
he had held “six or eight” na- 
tional pisto] championships in slow 
and rapid fire and “four or five” 
in rifle shooting. 


“When were you married?” “In 
September, 1922.” 
“Doctor, when was the first 


time you ever met Miss Theora 
Hix?” Seyfert asked. “About three 
years ago. She came to the vet- 
erinary department as a stenog- 
rapher.” 

He said he did not remember 
whether there was a formal intro- 
duction.

Cannot Land, Eckener Says

St. Louis 1s now on the itinerary 
of the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, on 
its eastbound flight across the 
United States, in its forthcoming 


‘round-the-world flight. 

Telegrams from Dr. Hugo Ecke- 
ner, commander of the Zeppelin, 
were received this afternoon by 
Walter B. Weisenburger, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
Stanley Clarke, chairman of the 
Air Board. They were sent from 
Lakehurst, N. J., in response to in- 
vitations, in which the possibility 
of a stop at Scott Field had been 
mentioned. The messages, which 
were identical,were: 

Thanks for good wishes, Will 
try to pass over your city, but 
landing not possible. 

Harold M. Bixby, vice chairman 
of the Air Board, who also sent 
Dr. Eckener a message, suggested 
that it would be fitting for the 
Zeppelin to stop at Scott Field as 
the Army’s guest, as he has hither- 
to been the guest of the Navy at 
Lakehurst. 

Every Facility Available. 
Lieutenant-Colonel John A. Page- 
low, commandant of Scott Field, 
said he would be giad to have the 
Zeppelin stop there. He said Scott 
Field had every facility to receive 
and care for the dirigible—hangar, 
mooring mast, landing and refuel- 
ing arrangements. It would be 
necessary, he said, to have notice 
of the visit in advance, to provide 
the necessary supplies. 

Dr. Eckener yesterday, in reply 
to a telegram from the Post-Dis- 


patch urging that he include St. 
Louis and Scott Field in his route, 
said, ‘“‘Will come if possible.” 
Acting Mayor Neun said: “St. 
Louis would count it a privilege to 
extend the warmest of official wel- 
comes to Dr. Eckener and his 
crew. It is to be hoped that he 


the Graf Zeppelin and that he 
will be added to the roster of 
aviation pioneers who have visited 
this city, one of the pioneer cities 
in the development of aeronautics 
in this country.” 

Telegrams urging Dr. Eckener 
to bring the Graf Zeppelin to St. 
Louis were sent by the following 
commercial aviation firms: ‘Trans- 
continental Air Transport, Inc.;

Los Angeles, Cal., is on 
the route and it was stated that a 
southern route probably would be 
followed from that city to New 


York. 

A direct route, and a southern 
one, by comparison with others 
farther north, would be the present 
train-plane route of the Trans- 
continental Air Transport, from 
Los Angeles across Arizona, New 
Mexico, the Texas Panhandle and 
Oklahoma, to St. Louis, and east

She said 
she thought companionate mar- 
riage was all right, ‘but when you 
lost your companion, it wasn't.’ 
“This remark led us to discuss 
books of that nature.” 

His Marriage Disclosed. 
Snook said that after the first 
automobile ride he proposed to 
drive the young woman out a coun- 
try road and she agreed. 

“On the way back. some remark 
was made about my being mar- 
ried,” Snook said, “and she got 
out of the car four blocks from 
where she lived.” 

He said he talked to her at in- 
tervals during the next four or five 
weeks and shortly after they began 
discussing books on sex and three 
or four weeks after, their intimate 
relations began. 

Snook said Miss Hix often asked 
his advice about personal matters. 
During the summer of 1926, he 
said, he taught her to shoot and 
gave her the revoiver he said he 
thought she had with her the night 
she was slain. 

Seyfert dwelt at length on Miss 
Hix’s training with a revolver. The 
testimony had a bearing on the 
witness's claim that he feared for 
his life when she threatened him 
on their journey to the range 
where she was killed. 

In Seclusion Since Killing. 
Mrs. Snook Was outwardly com- 
posed as she took her seat in the 
witness chair. It was almost the 
first time since the killing on June 
13 that Mrs. Snook has appeared 
in public.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The Graf 
Zeppelin will find all in readiness 
at its three ports of call on its 
round-the-world cruise. At Fried- 
rickshafen, che first stop, there are 
hangars and a mooring mast. 

At the second stop, the dirigible 
will be grounded at Kasumigaura, 
a Japanese naval station, 25 miles 
from Tokio. At the naval station 
are an old German hangar, a relic 
of pre-war days, and a mooring 
niast. Already there, are a Zeppe- 
lin engineer. and an auxiliary May- 
bach motor, as well as supplies of 
Blau gas. The Japanese navy will 
co-operate with Zeppelin officials 
and has promised to furnish a 
ground crew, etc. 

At Los Angeles a Navy stub 
mooring mast will be brought -up 
from San Diego and placed in po- 
sition Friday at Mines Field, the 
Le: Angeles municipal airport. It 
will be taken there on trucks and 
trailers, set up with a crane, and 
anchored in the northeast corner 
o1 the field.

Mitchell and Irwin Voigt, Jef- 
fersonville, Ind., owner of the 
plane, had flown it here the day 
before and had been taking up pas- 
sengers on sight-seeing trips. 
Voigt saw the fall from the land- 
ing field a mile and a half away, 
which they had rented from 4 
farmer. 
Mitchell had between 25 and 50 
| hours in the air as a pilot to his 
‘eredit, his friends at Louisville 
said. He had been employed about 
@ year with the Fairchild Co. in 
New York as a mechanic and, also, 
it was said, as a mechanic at an 
airplane factory in St. Louis. 
Voigt bought the prane from a 
previous owner in April It had 
been smashed last fall at Glasgow, 
Ky., but had been repaired and 
had been flown many hours since 
then. 
Records of the Curtiss-Robertson 
company show that a W. L. Mitch- 
ell of Louisville, Ky., was employed 
in the fuselage department for less 
than a month last year. There is 
no record of a Francis Mitchell 
having been employed.

County Taxpuyer® tx«wsoue for « 
writ of prohibition 1o prevent the 
Ceunty Court. or ad'nirmtrative 
body, from cxercising jurisdiction 
over the county’s $1,096.00 hos- 
pital bond issue was de wie by Cir- 
cutt Judge Mulloy iod«y. It had 
been rejected previously by the 
Supremie Court of Miéssovri with 
the hint that the Circuit Court was 
the proper place to in-titete such 
a proceeding. 

The principal argument of the 
League was that the Cuunty Court 
hmd failed to comply with the law 
by appointing five trustees to build 
and manage the hospital, a site for 
which has been bougnt by the court 
in Clayton. Judge Mulloy dis- 
missed the suit on the ground that 
the hospital bond issue and su bse- 
quent administrative actions were 
under Articie 5, Chapter 8, Ke- 
vised Statutes, which provides for 
an institution for patients “other 
than the indigent infirm.” 

Hospital trustees are provided 
for in Article 27, Chapter 111, 
which covers institutions for the 
afflicted generally. The county 
could not shift now from procedure 
under one law to the other law, 
Judge Mulloy held. The County 
Court has used as a principal argu- 
ment for the new hospital the fact 
that facilities are needed badly to 
care for the sick poor. 

Today's court decision pointed 
out that charges must be made for 
all patients in the Projected hos- 
pital and that there was no pro- 
vision for meeting any part of the 
cost from texes. It was suggested 
at Clayton that the ecvunty might 
follow the device of using tax reve- 
nue to make payments for poor Ppa- 
tients, under the circumstances. 
Whether the Taxpiyers’ League 
will appeal to the Supreme Court 
from Judge Mulloy’s decision has 
not been announced The petition 
for the hospital bond issue was 
circulated by the Coun.y Chamber 
of Commerce and under it the pro- 
ceedings were started in compli- 
ance with Article § Chapter 8. 


LINDBERGH PAYS VISIT 
TO HOOVER AT WHITE HOUSE 


Fiyer and His Wife to Be Presi-

Landbergh and his wife are to 
be guests of Mr. and Mrs. Hoover 
over the coming week-end at the 
President's fishing lodge in the 
Blue Ridge Mountains. They plan 
to fly to New York and return to 
Washington by air on Friday . in 
time to join the Presidential party. 
Lindbergh yesterday applied his 
technical knowledge of aerial pho- 
tographic surveying to an interna- 
tional problem. 
Before the  Bolivia-Paraguay 
Commission of Inquiry and Con- 
ciliation he discussed the feasibil- 
ity of mapping and surveying from 
the air the 200,000 square miles of 
undeveloped country in the Chaco 
Boreal, which is the subiect of a | 
historic controversy between the 
two nations. The commission is 
attempting to settle the dispute. 
Pienipotentiaries of the two 
countries and of five neutral na- 
tions, forming the commission, pre- 
viously considered the possibility 
of aerial surveys and maps with a 
view of gaining a mere comprehen- 
sive undercianding of the geo- 
graphic and other factors involved. 
Lindbergh's assistance was de- 
scribed in an official announce- 
ment by the commission as “a sig- 
nificant contribution to the cause 
of international understanding on 
the American continent.”

Youth and Liquor. 

That in certain groups boys and girls are 
more liable to drink than formerly, I also do 
not deny. It is serious and repulsive. But, 
like country club drinking, that condition af- 


fects only a small proportion of all the young 
men and women who attend high schools and 
colleges, or are engaged in industry. It 
touches those who drive their own roadsters 
and can imitate their defiant elders. 

The same psychology that brings about “so- 
ciety drinking” has created drinking among 
“society's children.” It caters to the desire 
to be noticed, and youth has ever desired to 
do what is daring.

REPLIES TO BRITISH

Italian Delegate Also Advo- 
cates Approval Without 
Alterations as Sought by 
Snowden.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 17.—Henri 
Cheron, French Finance Minister, 
today presented his Government's 
indorsement of the Young repara- 
tions plan to the conference of Gov- 
ernments meeting here. 

His contention was that the 
Young plan must be considered as 
a whole, and either accepted or re- 
jected in its entirety. 

He was the (first speakér, taking 
the floor shortly after Premier 


Jaspar of Belgium and temporary 
chairman, had cailed the meeting 
to order. Cheron’s speech was re- 
garded as the French answer to 
the contention of Philip Snowden, 
British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. yesterday that modifica- 
tions in the plan were necessary. 
Senator Antoni Masconi of Italy 
followed Cheron, and deciared in 
reply to Snowden's speech yester- 
day that Italy received under the 
Young plan only what was due. 


Small Creditors Reply. 


Titulescu of Rumania and Ulrich 
of Portugal spoke next, pleading 
for the smaller reparations cred- 
itors, asking for a change in the 
provisions of the Young plan to 
allow them to meet their external 
war debts with what they received 
from Germany. 

Titeleseu referred to a letter 
which his Gevernment addressed 
to France, England and Italy iast 
month, declaring that the amounts 
allowed his country were insuffi- 
cient to meet its own payments 
and could not be accepted. Ulrich 
of Portugal also made the plea 
that the smaller reparations cred- 
itors receive more consideration. 

Premier Venizelos of Greece 
stated the case of the smaller 
Powers in objection to the Young 
plan. 

“The smaller creditor Powers are 
here,” he said, “to remind the con- 
ference that the experts in Parnes 
overlooked their debts when they 
fixed their shares of the repara- 
tions payments.” 

The Premier, who is the recog- 
nized spokesman of the little na- 
tions—Greece. Poland, Rumania, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia and 
Portuga!l—said: 

“Speaking for Greece, we owe 
1,400,000,000 gold marks (about 
$336.000.000) war debts The 
Young plan will give us only 500.- 
000.000 gold marks (about $1729.- 
000.000) in 58 years. The experts 
at Paris were evidently unaware 
as to how much we owed or they. 
would have fixed the shares of the 
larger creditors to take care of 
our payments. 

Owes U. 8S. $38,400,000. 

“We owe the United States 169,- 
000,000 marks (about $38.400,000); 
France, 766,000,000 marks (about 
$183,840,000). and England 472,- 
000,000 marks (about $113,2890.- 
000).”” 

The Greek statesman sald the 
smaller Powers had no intention 
of attacking the Young plan. but 
simply would call the attention of 
the conference to the oversight 
from which they suffer. 

“If that oversight cannot be now — 
correeted.” he added sign thy, 
“there will always. of course, be 
the possibility of our creditors pro- 
viding compensation in the forms 
of a revision of our war debts.”

O UNDERSTAND the political situation 

T «0 China it is necessary to comprehend 

the part played by the Kuomintang par- 

ty in the revolutionary movement and the 

Government, The Kuomintang party is, of 

course, the late Dr. Sun's child and ardent- 

ly professes devotion to the three principles 

embodied in Lincoln’s famous phrase, “‘gov- 

ernment of, by and for the people.” This 

is the slogan of the party and its professed 
objective. 

The representative constitutional govern- 

ment which was Dr. Sun's ideal has failed 


so far, because China is wholly unprepared 
tor it. So the party holds the reins of 
power. It—that is, the strongest faction, led 
by Gen. Chiang Kai-shek—controls the 


Nanking Government and is trying to whir, 
by force or negotiation, all the other fac- 
tions and the war lords into harmony 
with it. 

The party governs wherever its dominion 
is established, through its general council or 
congress and its local councils. Govern- 
ment officials are appointed wholly from 
its ranks and it rigidly suppresses all oppo- 
sition, as rigidiy, if not so ruthlessly, as the 
lLussian Soviet. A highly intelligent Chinese, 
himself a supporter of the Nationalist 
movement, described the present Chinese 
Government as a political Soviet. The party 
has rejected economic communism, but has 
adopted Russia's political system for. at 
least, this phase of the progressive move- 
ment. 


Naturally, since the objective is unity. 
the party whips out opposition of every 
kind, Among the Chinese there is now no 
freedom of the press, freedom of speech or 
freedom of political action. The Chinese 
press is thoroughly censored and woe to 
the Chinese newspaper or Chinese writer or 
speaker who criticises the Government or 
the party. 

The censorship is not extended to news- 
Papers printed by foreigners, because they 
have the right of extraterritoriality and the 
Chinese authorities cannot reach them. but 
now and then postal facilities are denied 
foreign publishers on account of criticism or, 
as in the case of Hallett Abend. corres- 
condent of the New York Times, deporta- 
tion is attempted an account of alleged 
fatse and malicious statements, It is uyn- 
fortunate because such action intimidates 
the press and the correspondents and thus. 
if persisted in, will create distrust of all 
news printed tn or sent out of China. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek ts head of the party 
end the Government by virtue of his jead- 
crship of the revolutionary movement, his 
m.iitary successes and his powerful connec- 
tiens of family and cian. He has a strong 
ally in his educated and intelligent wife, 
the sister of Dr. Sun. 

During his visit to Pekin to settle differ. 
ences with Gen Feng a Gen. Yen, he 
taiked for an hour with the visiting Amer- 
ican newspaper men. Nearly ail of his 
conversation was taken up with explana- 
tiens of the slowness of the progress of the 
Government, He said the unifying of China. 
the first objective, was a tremendous task. 
Fe much of the old traditions, ideas, habits.

bere unification could be accomplished 
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and construction begun. He cited as the 
three enemies of progress foreign imperial- 
ism, cOmMmunism and militarism—that is, 
the military war iords who have been fight- 
ing for power. Referring to the history of 
revolutions in other countries, he thought, 
considering the conditions in China, its his- 
tory and customs, its great territory and 
vast population, unusual progress had been 
made inthe 18 years since the revolution. 
He declared emphatically that unification 
was now assured and that constructive work 
had commenced in earnest. The next three 
years would see ali the objectives realized 
and extraordinary changes for the better.

President Chiang is in the prime of life, 
about 42, physically strong and active. Not 
only his record, but his face, speech and 
manner indicate intelligence and force. He 
is criticised by some of his followers for 
not using the strong arm more freely. but 
his disposition to negotiate now, rather than 
fight, is probably the course of wisdom. 


Th: enthusiagm of young China, that part 
of its youth which is intelligent enough to 
comprehend what is happening, is manifest. 
The zeal of the young Chinese who support 
the Kuomintang and organize and direct 
the local councils leads them to extrava- 
gance, mistakes and tyrannies. But as a 
wise old Chinese statesman who ts now en- 
gaged in educational work said to me: 
“Their mistakes are due to inexperience 
which retards progress, but they will get 
over that.” 

A feature of the present phase of the 
revolution is the volunteer associations or- 
ganized for various purposes. They carry 
or. in disregard and frequently in defiance 
of the Government. The Japanese boycott, 
despite Government opposition, is conduct- 
ed vigorously by an organization named the 
People’s Association for the Abolition of 
Unequal Treaties. We struck a hotbed of 
Japanese hatred at Tsinan, where a year 
ago, when the Nationalist army was march- 
ing on Pekin, the Japanese killed about 
4000 Chinese. The city is plastered with 
anti-Japanese posters and we heard a song 
ef hate during our three-hour stay there. 
We were presented an album of pictures 
of destruction and death wrought by the 
Japanese. . 

The Culture Society of China has wrecked 
Roy Chapman Andrews’ plans for continued 
archeological research in Mongolia. It has 
insisted upon childish and impractical con- 
ditions which Capt. Andrews cannot acvept; 
so the whole expedition has been abandoned 
permanently, he says. The delay has been 
very expensive and the opportunity to foi-

They say the 
bombardment extends undimin- 
ished as far as the artillery lines. 
It is a mystery where the enemy 
gets all his shells. 

We wait and wait. By midday 
what I expected happens. One of 
the recruits has a fit. I have been 
watching him for a long time, 
grinding teeth and opening and 
shutting his fists. These hunted, 
protruding eyes, we know them too 
well. During the last few hours 
he has had merely the appearance 
of calm. He had collapsed like a 
rotten tree.

stands up, 


‘creeps across the floor, hesitates 


a moment and then glides towards 
the door. I intercept him and say: 
“Where are you going?” ; 

“T’ll be back in a minute,” says 
he. and tries to push me. 

“Wait a bit, the shelling will 
stop soon.” 

He listens and for a moment his 
eye becomes clear. Then again he 
has the glowering eyes of a mad 
dog, he is silent, he shoves me 
aside. 

“One minute, lad,” I say. Kat 
notices. Just as the recruit shakes 
me off Kat jumps in and we hold 
him. 

Then he begins to rave: “Leave 
me alone, let me go out, I will go 
out!” 

He won't listen to anything and 
hits out, his mouth is wet and 
pours out words, half choked, 
meaningless words.

If we were in one of those light 
dug-outs that they have been build- 
ing lately instead of this deep one, 
not one of us would now be alive. 

But the effect is bad enough

even so. The recruit starts to rave 
again and two others follow suit. 
One jumps up and rushes out, we 
have trouble with the other two. 
I start after the one who escapes 
and wonder whether to shoot him 
in the leg—then it shrieks again, I 
fling myself down and when I 
stand up the wall of the trench is 
plastered with smoking splinters, 
lumps of flesh and bits of uniform. 
I scramble back. 

The first recruit seems actually 
to have gone insane. He butts his 
head against tie wall like a goat. 
We must try tonight te take him 
to the rear. Meanwhile we bind 
him, but in such a way that in 
case of attack he can be released 
at once. 

Kat suggests a game of skat; it is 
easier when a man has something 
to do.
